Up along the lonely reaches 
of the Arctic is the beginning 
of Dewline, the system of radar 
warning installations eventually 
intended to stretch eastward 
from Alaska across northern 
Canada to Greenland. 


A thousand miles or so to the 
south, along the belt of farm 
land and cities of Canada and 
northern United States, is Pine 
Tree. It serves several functions 
in the radar warning system: to 

ick up enemy planes that might 

ve eluded the distant warning 
radar sets in the Arctic; to give 
an indication of the course of 
the approaching aircraft and 
provide clues to their intended 
target; to detect diversionary 
= by part of an attacking 
orce. 


Down in the United States, 
are the close-in detection and 
tracking radar systems, spotted 
around military bases and big 
industrial areas. 

Along the eastern coast there 
is being erected the first of the 
Texas Towers, so named because 
of their resemblance to the oil 
drilling rigs used off Texas in 
the Gulf of Mexico. 

They will stand on long steel 
legs with a footing on the floor 
of the continential shelf, some 
miles off the coast. They are 
search and tracking radar, de- 
signed to detect and follow the 
course of planes sneaking in 
from over the sea or missiles 
fired by enemy submarines. A 
small crew of men will man 
these stations, in lonely vigil. 

There is still another element 
of the radar warning system, air- 
borne and seaborne. The Air 
Force and Navy are adding to 
a fleet of big transport-type air- 
craft, able to fly far and stay 
long in the air. The radar 
search sets they carry have ad- 
vantages over land-based equip- 
ment.

The Navy has destroyers and | 
submarines especially fitted out | 
for radar picket duty, their mis- 
sion like that of the planes. 

Even if all these radar 
“fences” are made hole-proof, 
so that their scanning range 
overlaps all the way across the 
continent and along the coasts, 
there is no guarantee they 
would tell of and track the 
course of approaching Soviet 
bombers. 

The reason is counter-radar 
and electronic-jamming devices. 


The Air Force's air defense 
command presently has about 25 
wings of interceptor planes in 
the United States, which to- 
gether with some squadrons un- 
attached to wings compose a 
strength of about 2000 aircraft, 
all of them jets. 

These units of the regular Air 
Force are always manned, armed 
and ready for instant take-off. 

Backing up the 2000 inter- 
ceptor planes of the regular Air 
Force are about 21 squadrons of 
air defense planes of the Air 
Nationa] Guard, a total of about 
1500 planes. The Air Guard is 
converting rapidly to an all-jet 
force. 

In addition to the planes of 
the Air Defense Command and 
National Guard are interceptor 
plane outfits of the Strategic 
Air Command, whose mission 
primarily is “penetration” at- 
tack into’ enemy territory and 
defense of SAC’s bases. But 
they also could be used for con- 
tinental defense in an emer- 
gency. 

The mission of the intercep- 
tor force is to find and shoot 
down enemy bombers well away 
from their intended target—the 


long-reach defense.

The estimated value of all 
types of construction was less 
this year than in 1953, being 
$3,366,126 for the month com- 
pared to $4,773,239 in the same 
period last year.

The recommendations were made by an 
official survey team appointed last No- 
vember by Interior Secretary Douglas 
McKay. The team’s report was approved 
almost in entirety by McKay, Under Sec- 
retary Ralph A. Tudor and Assistant Sec- 
retary Felix E. Wormser. The survey be- 
gan Dec. 14 and the report was handed 
to McKay on May 20. 

Publication of the report last Wednes- 
day surprised and shocked Congressmen 
who fought for years to achieve a mine 
safety law with teeth in it. They fore- 
saw the possibility of a return to the 
very conditioas the law was designed to 
overcome, and promised that Congress 
would step in if the Interior Depart- 
ment tried te implement the proposals. 

Representative Melvin Price (Dem.), 
East St. Louis, sponsor of mine safety leg- 
islation, charged the survey team was 
“stacked” and that its report represented 
a “sneak attack” on the federal law. Rep- 
resentative Augustine B. Kelley (Dem.), 
Pennsylvania, a coal operator for 42 years 
and a strong backer of federal legislation, 
said “McKay doesn’t know what the hell 
he’s talking about; this recommendation 
would completely destroy the effective- 
ness of the act.” :

THE PHILOSOPHY enunciated by the 
survey team is consistent with over-all Ad- 
ministration policy, which is to encourage 
the states or private industry to take over 
some of the functions how exercised by 
Washington. President Eisenhower ex- 
pressed it this way in a campaign speech 
in Indianapolis Sept. 9, 1952: 

“We shall cast away the agents.of cen- 
tralization who would destroy the vitality 
of state and local government by assigning 
all power to the Federal Government.. 
Let that trend to centralized government 
continue and in every state you will have a 
federal. governor-general, not an elected 
governor.” 

This philosophy fails to recognize the 
simple fact that during the many years 
when the states had full control of the 
enforcement of mine safety they failed to 
do the job. It. was this failure that made 
a federal law imperative. The legislation 
was signed by President Truman July 16, 
1952. The survey report suggests an event- 
ual return. to state control.

Fear that the United States’ weapons research 
and development program may be bogging down

This lack of co-operation is said to take many 
forms. There is the failure of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff as well as officers of lower rank to consult 
with civilian scientists. Some security proce- 
dures have been made unreasonably onerous. 
And there has been discrimination against civil- 
ians, especially at remote establishments, which 
includes just about everything from unwar-

of comparatile competence can be produced. 
There is even the suggestion that a fourth arm 
be added to the Defense Department, an all- 
civilian organization in charge of scientific work. 

This report, with its specific references to 
guided missiles and continental defense, is obvi- 
ously disturbing in the day of the H-bomb. It 
is re-enforced by the fact that more and more 
scientists about whose patriotism no question has 
been raised, are keeping away from Government 
jobs and speaking out against the regulations 
which govern them. 

The burden of most of these protests is that 
the imposition of too much secrecy makes effec- 
tive. work almost impossible. That security 
measures are essential in a divided world is be- 
yond argument. Such regulations, however, 
should be imposed by men who know what is 
to be shielded, rather than by those not as well 
informed who simply put “Top Secret” stamps 
on everything to “play it safe.” 

The safety of the nation demands a “new 
look” at this problem. The congressmen, under 
the chairmanship of Representative RiehIman of 
New York, are to be congratulated on their con- 
structive approach, on their suggestion that re- 
sponsibility be allowed to rest on those who best’ 
understand the work in hand. In a time when 
our ears ring with so much demagogery, this 
is a welcome tribute to—and example of—intel- 
ligence.

A ‘Must’ for January | 

What the third year of drouth has done to 
outstate Missouri can be read in the grim emer- 
gency report to Gov. Donnelly from the State 
Geologist Dr. Edward L. Clark of Rolla. Water 
supply is now critical in 56 of Missouri’s 114 
counties. In 22 other counties, the water supply 
is tending toward critical. Thus in three-fourths 
of the state, community and farm water re- 
sources are either critical or tending to critical. 

Yet Missouri, whose people must depend so 
much on rivers and streams for water, has, in 
the expert opinion of the Public Health Service, 
“virtually no legislative provisions for control 
and abatement of water pollution.” Surely here 
is a topic for action when the legislators meet at 
Jefferson City next January.

Nevertheless, his resolution condemn- 


_{ng Senator McCarthy and his methods, 


together with his blunt anti-McCarthy 
speeches, have certainly put the Senate 
on the spot. 

For some weeks the best minds in the 
Senate have been concentrated upon 
— a way to sidetrack a roll-call 
vote. 


Burying it is made a little difficult 
by the raucous support of the CIO and 
the A.D.A. Moreover, a little over one 
third of the Senate membership comes 
up for election in November and, while 
the verdict of the McCarthy committee 
unquestionably anti-McCarthy, there 
is sufficient pro-McCarthy sentiment left 
in the country to make both Democrats 
and Republicans, up for re-election, re- 
luctant to array that sentiment against 
them. , 

If this were not an election year the 
chances are that, despite Republican 
leader Knowland’s opposition. the Senate 
would adopt the Flanders resolution. 
But féw can tell anything about the 
Senate in an election year. 

A significant fact is that the Eisen- 
hower Administration has refused to 
take sides on the resolution. This is 
equivalent to saying that it will not be 
distressed at its passage.

ME AND MY RUSSIAN WIFE, by 
Eddy Gilmore. (Doubleday, 3/3 
pgs., $3.75.)

HIS is a light-hearted report 
T on the hard years of a for- 

eign correspondent in Rus- 
sia, and nobody but Gilmore 
could have done it. He begins 
by saying, “I am not a profound 
man and this is not a profound 
book,” then proceeds to reel’ off 
some of the most readable prose 
ever put together with Russia 
in general as the basis in fact. 


Here is the fabulous Gilmore 
letting himself go—especially in 
the chapters before he meets 
the Russian girl who became his 
wife—and in telling a large part 
of the whole truth he provides 
a: choice item of hot-weather 
fare for adult readers, who will 
not be surprised at seeing refer- 
ences to such things as vodka, 
in quantity. 

It is a wonder he ever got it 
written, and he might not have 
done it if he had not signed a 
contract with the publisher be- 
fore he turned out a line. He 
did most of the writing in the 
spare moments of a _ cross- 
country lecture tour last year— 
and what lecture tour has any 
spare moments? 

But, with his almost incred- 
ible energy and resourcefulness, 
he opened his portable type- 
writer in hotel rooms and at odd 
hours when anyone else would 
have been resting for a one- 
night stand and a late plane to 
Des Moines.

sofa in his office in New York's 
famous Bridge House the other 
day and talked of his just-pub- 
lished book. Titled “Manage- 
ment of the Mind—How to Con- 
quer Alcohol.and Other Blocks 
Living,” the book 


rick used at Bridge House for 
the past 11 years to help thon- 
sands of last-ditch drunks cure 
themselves of alcoholism. 

Officially McGoldrick is di-

HETLAND PONIES ARE RETURNING to popularity. After almost 25 years 
of obscurity, the miniature horses again are in demand as children’s 
mounts, show animals and hobbyists’ pets. Usually about 42 inches 
high, gentle by nature and very intelligent, the lovable little pony is one 
animal that merits the muchly overworked adjective “cute.” 
Revival of the pony fad coincided with and largely stemmed from the 
yeaa War II rush of city dwellers to suburbs and weekend farms. 
aving acquired sufficient acreage, many suburbanites and part-time farm- 
ers got ponies for their children—some thereby vicariously satisfying a 
whim. Others took to the hobby of raising and showing registered 
Shetlands. The unprecedented demand for the sturdy little beasts has caused 
a boom in commercial breeding, much of which centers in Illinois. ‘ 
Native to the barren Shetland Islands off the north coast of Scotland, 
the Shetland pony was introduced into this country in the 1880s. The breed

Instead, he smashed a line drive at Bob 
Elliott, the Braves’ third baseman, who 
knocked it down and held it to a single.

OT LONG aco a friend of mine, Dr. Alan Gregg 

of the Rockefeller Foundation, proposed to a 

group of doctors that they list 20 sighs of good 

health—“just as an extremely interesting and amusing 
experiment.” 

“Well you know, each one of us, as fast as we 
could write,” says Dr. Gregg, “could put down 20 
signs of disease. But why don’t we pay more attention 
to signs of health? I believe there are such.;’ 

Then he tells a story about a Scottish professor who 
teaches in Edinburgh and has his own way of deter- 
mining whether he is healthy. It seems that there is 
a stream between the professor's house and his lab- 
oratory, and a small footbridge over the stream. 

“On the days. when I dispense with the footbridge 
and take a run ead jump aver the trtees,: 5 tnew 
that | am healthy,” says the professor. 

That, of course, is a whimsical little story, but it 
reflects a certain wisdom about what constitutes good 
health. I believe, with both Dr. Gregg and his pro- 
fessor, that. there are “signs of health.” 1 also agree 
that ‘perhaps all of us, doctors and laymen, have 
given too little thought to the questions, “How do 
you know whether you are healthy? What are the 


Health comes from the same Anglo-Saxon root as | 


the word whole. So health in its complete sense means 
“wholeness”—of body, mind and spirit. This whole- 
ness differs.from one person to another; in each per- 
son, it differs throughout life from one year to an- 
other, even from one day to another. 

The important point to remember is that body, 
mind and spirit are inseparable and interact upon one 
another at all times. When they work harmoniously 
together, the individual is healthy. When body, mind 
or ‘spirit fail to work harmoniously, the individual is 
not healthy. Your family doctor could give you ample 
proof of this fact out of his case records. | 


We know that a great many factors may be re- 
sponsible for putting the marvelous balance of whole- 
ness out of kilter,. We know too that the human 
organism has wonderful recuperative and adaptive 
powers. Thus, even a person who suffers periods of 
intense pain may still be basically healthy, for the 
elements of his personality and outlook can compen- 
sate for his temporary lack of wholeness. 

In other words, the man lying in a hospital bed 
with a broken leg can still be a healthy person. So it 
is with many handicapped people who, despite 
obvious limitations, have taken full advantage of 
modern medical science to achieve a truly admirable 
degree of wholeness of body, mind and spirit.

Fletcher’s Castoria 
feo pigentnt tasting, youngsters lick the 


The Duke of Edinburgh: 


A ancl for aidadtioed industry, Britain’s ‘goodwill ambass« 


HEN QUEEN Elizabeth and the Duke 

of Edinburgh were on their 50,000- 

mile Empire tour, the royal party 
stopped one day in an Australian town. As 
the stilted formal ritual of shaking hands 
with the town leaders dragged on, the Duke 
strolled to the edge of the platform. 

Gesturing toward several hundred school 
children who were cheering their heads off, 
he asked a flustered schoolma’am, “Are all 
this lot yours?” | 

The casual question—not meant to be an- 
swered, but simply to break the icé—brought 
just the proper amount of informality to the 
stiff proceedings. It was the type of offhand 
fillip at which the Duke excels, as Canadians 
undoubtedly will learn during his current 
three-week tour of the Dominion. 

Canada can also expect to see a side of the 
Duke not so obvious on the Empire tour. For 
Philip alone can be quite different from the 
Prince Consort who is required by. protocol 
to remain always a respectful half-pace be- 
hind the Queen. 

On the tour (as at any time he and the 
Queen appear together), it was his part to 
round off the edges of the more angular 
functions, to try to get people behaving the 
way they do on ordinary.days, when royalty 
is not around. 

As the British put it, the Queen may not 
“act like a film star”; she must be a bit aloof, 


retaining the “mystique” of the Crown. But 
the Duke is permitted a bit of breeziness—a 


. few words to help the tongue-tied, a smile 


here and there—to smooth out the rough spots 
that invariably crop up. 

Being a man of recognized ability (and 
well aware of it), the Duke would be just a 
bit less than human if he didn’t find this con- 
stant supporting role irksome at times. Hence, 
when appearing alone, he is apt to assert his 
own personality, and quite strongly at that. 

His Canadian trip will cover a number of 
industrial and mining areas, particularly in 
the Northwest Territories. This is no acci- 
dent. Philip, who as a boy delighted in dis- 
mantling alarm clocks, has always been 
fascinated by industry and machinéry. This 
interest has become the channél for his pent- 
up energy. In fact, he has crusaded so vigor- 
ously for modernization of British industry 
that he is spoken of as “the Duke who wants 
a revolution.” , 

The Duke not only wants a reyolution; he 
works actively for it, with what influence he 
can wield. It is his notion that the old methods 
which have caused Britain’s economic ills 
should be scrapped and supplanted by up-to- 
date techniques based on advances in science 
and technology. oe 


He Admires Americans 


HERE ARE those who say his interest in 
"TP industriat revitalization stems from his 

well-known fondness for Americans and 
the American way of doing things. That may _ 
be part of the reason, but it is obvious Philip 
has done some thinking on his own. 

Britain first became aware of it in his presi- 
dential address to the British Association for 
the Advancement of Science three years ago. 
The speech was a thinly veiled rebuke to 
British industry for failing to modernize 
along the lines of new techniques. 
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motor industry took the hint. Philip now 
drives a model—also available to the public— 
with all knobs out of range of his long legs. 

Occasionally he tries direct action. During 
an argument about the use of helicopters in 
Central London, the Duke landed a heli- 
copter at Buckingham Palace. The debate 
ended iqeickly. Nor does he shy from con- 
trovessy.. When a hydroelectric plant was 
built in the Scotch Highlands, nature-lovers 
complaimed scenery was being destroyed. The 
Duke, in his dedication speech, said they 
were being “as fastidious as the fairy-tale 
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princess who could feel a pea under 15 
mattresses.” Special targets of his ire have 
been “no-men who sabotage every scheme 
suggested” for improvement and “the fifth 
column of waste, muddle and inefficiency.” 

It is hard to say how much success Philip 
has had. Some industry has begun to accept 
modern techniques; other segments still re- 
sist, no matter who suggests change. In spite 
of setbacks and apathy, the Duke goes on 
plotting his “revolution.” His visit to Canada, 
now in the midst of an industrial boom, may 
give him. more ammunition. -

SOUTHPORT, CONN. 
AY, AS ON every summer Sunday, fleets 
of sailboats are racing out of one or 
another port along Long Island Sound. 
Among the craft in the blue waters off this 
historic whaling town are some. like those 
pictured on these pages (and PARADE'S. 
cover). Known as “Blue Jays,” they're 
manned, often enough, by crews of 9-year- 
olds just getting their sea legs—the newest 
crop of skippers now being trained at South- 
port’s Pequot Junior Yacht Club. 

Since 1923, when the Club was started, its 
training program has pioneered in the excit- 
ing job of teaching youngsters to be good 
sailors. This year it has close to 140 mem- 
bers. They range*in age from 9-year-old 
“M-3s” (Midgets) to 18-year-old “As” (the 
advanced group). At any age, beginners get 
thorough instruction along these lines: 

The fledgling skippers go into training 
when the season opens in mid-June. First 
they are given a swimming test; then follow 
two days of instruction on dry land. Senior 
Instructor Bruce Small (who took up sailing 
25 years ago, when he was 4) teaches the 
tyros how to tell port from starboard, bow 
from stern, mainsail from spinnaker. Then he 
takes each youngster on a harbor “cruise” 
for an.actual lesson in ba Next, the kids 
graduate to their first “te$t race”—and finally © 
to the real thing. 

“They catch on fast,” Small says, “and they 
seldom make mistakes. The only thing we 
worry about is that they'll get overexcited in 
a race and start jumping around.
